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YOKOHAMA, 

The Japanese Government have again raised the question of 
closing the port of Yokohama to foreign trade. On the 4th 
January, an interview took place between some officials deputed 
by the Tycoon and the British Charge d’Affaires, which it is to 
be hoped will have the effect of thoroughly convincing the

suthorities that the treaties they have bic entered into 


must be carried into effect i in their entirety. As we hear still 
more of the Embassy, and of preparations for its departure, 
we may further hope that the impressions they will carry back 
from London and Paris will bear the same unswerving deter- 
mination to resist all impediments thrown in the way of the 
extension of European commerce. 

The mecting in question was by appointment with the 
Japanese Ministers, but at the hour named (reports the Japan 
Herald) two Vice Ministers, Tachibana Idzumono no Kami and 
Inaba Hiobuzeno, came accompanied by three Governors, They 
commenced by stating that they had sought the appointment to 
inform the Charge d’Affaires of the intention of their Govern- 
ment to send an Embassy to Europe ; thus having stated their 
object they would leave the Governors to oxplain the resons of 
the intended going forward of the Embassy. His Excellency 
consented to hear what the Governors wished to say, but gave 
the Ministers clearly to understand that what was said by the 
Governors in their presonce would be taken as coming from 
themselves. 

The Governors then referred to the commencement of inter- 
course with foreigners under treaties, dating from the time of 
Commodore Perry, and stated that at that time they were only 
consented to as an experiment, and that if that experiment was 
not satisfactory, it could be changed. Colonel Neale wished to 
know if they desired him to understand that there was any 
formal compact entered into to that effect ? to which they re- 
plied “No, but it was so verbally understood.” To which 
again Colonel Neale answered, that at least there was nothing 
of that sort so far as the British treaty was concerned. 

The Governors then commenced to speak much of the (pre- 
sumed) hostility of the people of Japan towards foreigners, 
position, however, which was immediately combated by Colonel 
Neale, who admitted that there might be some feeling of 
hostility on the part of some of the two-sworded people, and 
even of some of the Daimios, but tbat that fecling was general 
on the part of the people of Japan he believed not to be the 
fact. The cue once adopted, the Governors were not, however, 


. | inclined to drop reference to it. They reiterated the statement, 


and said that owing tothis hostility of the peopleto foreigners, and 


j | consequently to the Tycoon’s Government, the greatest difficul- 


ties were created, and complicated by assaults and deeds of 
violence, which were only to be met by the shutting of the port 
of Yokohama, and the leaving open to trade only the two ports 
That the Government had there- 
fore determined upon this, and as the British Charge Affaires 
and the Ministers of other countries were not empowered to 
settle this important question, the Government had resolved to 
send the Embassy to Europe. 

Colonel Neale observed that all nations were entitled to send 
forward embassies whenever they chose to do 80, but reminded 
the Ministers that in the interim it would be his duty, and was 
certainly his intention, to see tothe performance of all the treaty 
obligations. Colonel Neale then took occasion to refer to the 
recent obstructions to the free commerce between the Japanese 
merchants and foreigners, and alluded to the fact of some 
eighteen large merchants’ houses having been lately closed, and 
also to the fact of the restriction to the supplies of silk coming 
down to Yokohama, This the Governors attempted to make 
out was because of the native merchants losing so much money 
by their trade, and because of their fear of lawless characters, 
Looning, and others. This position was also denied by Colonel 
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Neale, who knew full well tha, on the contrary, the merchants 
rapidly made wealth by their trade with foreigners, and as to 
the other alleged reason, the interference was stated to be not 
by lawless characters, but by the officials themselves, ; 

After much and prolonged conversation on these points, 
Colonel Neale gave the Miuisters clearly to understand, in un- 
mistakable Janguage, that, from whatever cause arising, the 
Government had better see to it that these matters of com- 
plaint cease to exist, “for,” said he (or ia words to that effect) 
“if youfstop our trade we will stop yours; if you stop our 
supplies we will stop yours.” He desired particularly that this 
determination on his part should be explicitly represented to 
the Tycoon’s Government, for on this much of great importance 
might arise, This seems rather to have awakened their serious 
attention, for they quickly asked—“ By stopping our trade, do 
you mean our import trade with foreigners?” Colonel Neale 
soon relieved their minds of this understanding, by making 
them comprehend that what he meant by stopping their trade 
was by the use of the forces at his command to stop their own 
internal commerce, and the transit from place to place of those 
interchanges of commodities which were necessary for the 
people ; and in respect to the stoppage of supplies, if such 
measure was taken, we should have ourselves to obtain them 
in the manner most efficient through their own country. 

Our contemporary observes on the above—“ The whole in- 
terview, as it seems to us, was nothing more than another 
scene of the old drama of Japanese procrastination—a new 
move in the old direction, in the hope that some chapter of 
accidents might turn up by which an advantage—not defined 
even in their own ideas—might be evolved. From each of 
these interviews, however, which they so pertinaciously seek, 

“ they have to retire with a more settled conviction that the 
time bas now passed when shifting and quibbling laments 
of the effete character of their own Government will answer 
any purpose, and that they have only afforded another oppor- 
tunity for the British Chargé d’Affaires to assure them of the 
unswerving determination with which the rights of the great 
ation he represents will be maintained by him. We do not 
pretend that the above is a full account of all that took place 
at this conference, which lasted, we believe, upwards of four 
hours, but, so far as it extends, we believe it to be a correct 
preci, in general terms, of what took place.” 

Meanwhile the Japanese are availing themselves of the bene- 
fit of foreign intercourse to purchase steamers—and much is 
hinted of this being done with a view to military purposes. 
But itis forgotten that Japan is altogether an island empire,— 
that the residences of the territorial grandees are on the shores 
of the ocean inlets that indent the coast; and that one cause 
of quarrel between Satsuma and the Tycoon was that the latter 

* insisted on his powerful vassal travelling by land, even though 

~ he was master of a commodious steamer that would take him 
to his castle in as many days as the land journey would take 
weeks. The Tycoon, however, has joined the innovators, for 
he has purchased the Yangtze steamer for $145,000, for the 
special purpose of conveying him to Kioto, In addition to the 
above, the Ayrshire Lass has been sold by Messrs. Glover and 
Co., at Nagasaki, to Satsuma for $30,000; and the Shunli, a 
British steamer of 650 tons, to the Governor of Nagasaki for 
$100,000. 

An exchange has been effected between the Tycoon and 
Matzdaira Yamato-no-Kami, by which the Tycoon acquires the 
newly erected castle of Yamato, at Kawagoi, situated about 10 
ti from Yedo, approachable by the Yedo-gawa, and the Prince 
receives the Tycoon’s new castle at Maibashi. 

Intelligence had been received at Yokohama of a large fire 
at Ossacca, It is described as of so extensive a character as 
to have been raging for three days and nights. Further par- 
tloulars were not yet to hand.” We have nothing more by 
the present arrival of the fire at Yedo, excert that a doubt is 
created whether the Tycoon’s palace was included in the 
conflagration, which, it will be recollected, was insinuated to 
have been an act of political incendiarism, The Herald says, 
on the contrary, that the fire was ina quarter ealled Echingo- 
yah, in the vicinity of the Niphon bashi, inhabited principally 
by the first-class merchants, of whose houses a great number 
(we have heard upwards of 200) have fallen sacrifice to tho 
flames, 

At a meeting of the British Episcopal Church Society on the 
29th December, Mr. Consul Winchester, who was in the chair, 
handed in a plan of the new church as furnished by Captain 
Brine, B.E, and a plan with photograph of tho building ; and 








intimated that he considered the report so satisfactory as to 
authorise him to inform the Government that the church was 
finished in a satisfactory and workmanlike manner. It now 
only remained for the community to come forward with half 
the sum which the building had cost, viz., $1,500, and secure, 
in terms of Earl Russell’s despatch of May 5 (which was read), 
the contribution of the other moiety from Her Majesty's Go- 
veroment. A resolution was passed empowering the treasurer 
to collect subscriptions for that purpose. 

A meeting of the Yokohama Volunteer Corps had been called 
to consider the question of a change of uniform, which, it would 
be proposed, should in future be similar to that of the Shanghai 
volunteers, with a view to the convenience and saving of 
expense to those changing their residence to Shanghai, or vice 
versa, It was intended also to form a Volunteer Fire Brigade. 

The Gazelle, Prussian frigate, has been abscut for some days, 
and with her Mr. de Rohfues, Prussian Councillor of Legation 
of the King of Prussia, on an extraordinary mission in Japan ; 
Mr. J. de Radowiz, Secretary of Legation ; and Mr. de Brandt, 
the Prussian Consul. There was little doubt she had proceeded 
to Yedo, and that the purpose of her visit was the ratification 
of the Prussian Treaty. On the 5th January Mr. Hansard sold 
at public auction, by order of the Prussian Consul, the hull of 
the Prussian barque Oriental, as she now lies wrecked on 
Saratoga Spit. She brought $1,050. 

Much of the intelligence brought by British mail steamer on 
this occasion was published in the London and China Telegraph 
of the 7thinst., on the arrival of the French mail steamer, 

The following letter on the Exchange operations carried on 
by H.M. Consuls has been published :—- 

It may be classed among “things not generally known” (in England), 
that every foreign Consul at each of the open ports in Japan is allowed 
by the Japanese Goverament to exchange, for the use of the Consulate, 
foreign coin to the amount of one thousand dollars pér month, for Japanese 
money, at the Custom-house. Japanese money, I should observe, is of 
rectangular form, and the most general coin is the “ itziboo,” the value of 
which is about the third part of adollar. Now, I feel persuaded that it 
cannot be “generally known” that a very large part of the itziboos thus 
obtained by Consuls are afterwards sold by them (not always openly) to 
foreign merchants who are in want of native coin for the purpose o 
trade; and according as the demand is great or little, 80 do the Consuls 
rafe the value of this native money given to the merchants in exchange 
for dollars. This rate of exchange is usually between two and two-and-a- 
half itziboos to the dollar; and thus a Consul may quietly pocket twenty- 
five per cent., more or less, by this simple business transaction, : 

Tt may also be assumed as a thing “not generally known” (in Eng- 
land), that a clause {in each of the ex ng treaties with Japan provides, 
or rather stipulates, that all foreign coin shall’ pass in Japan weight for 
weight with Japanese money. And this is one of the principal, I may say 
the chief obstacle to foreign trade in the country, that foreign coin does 
not find its value; and, consequently, dollars, which are the ordinary cur- 
reney among foreiga merchants in China and tne neighbouring countries, 
are in Japan at a discount. 

Besides Consuls and higher officers of the diplomatic service, ships of 
war draw exchange, according to the numbers of their crews, at su much 
per head perdiem, acd most of this finds its way into the hands of foreign 
or native merchants somehow or another. The trade in itziboos has now 
come to such a pass that at one port in Japan, where the number of 
foreign residents is comparatively small, and ships of war are few and far 
between, the Consuls actually rule the money market; the value of the 
dollar—to the disadvantage of the merchants —being directly controlled by 
their (the Consuls) trading itziboos for dollars. We can hardly blame an 
American “ commercial agent,” whose salary exist only in consular fees ; 
and we may fairly excuse a representative of France who receives no 
salary while the port is unfrequented by French vessels, because, in order 
to live, he is forced to sell his exchange; although this does not ex- 
onerate his Government for making an appointment on such conditions. 
But for a British Consul, with pay of about one thousand pounds annually, 
to trade with the exchange allowed ostensibly for defraying the ex; 
of the consulate, would appear somewhat infra dig. { might go farther. 
Tcould prove that ministers, chargés d'affaires, and consuls-general, are 
not beyond the influence of the “almighty ” itziboo.

SHANGHAL 

A report from Soochow that Ching had fallen at an attack on 
Chang-chow has been authoritatively denied. Within Soochow 
itself all remains quiet, yamuns are being rapidly established in 
different quarters of the city, and the inhabitants have returned 
to their ordinary avocations, while the old residents are rapidly 
crowding in from the surrounding villages. The reports pre- 
valent in the settlements as to the death of Dolle, late captain 
of the Cricket, and the other men seized on board the Firefly, 
are without foundation. Mr. Seward, the U.S.A. Consul- 
General, during his recent visit to Soochow, made arrangements 
which will secure the early return both of Dolle and his com- 
panions. 

The intelligence from Nanking is very adverse to the Tai- 
pings. Tsing-kwo-fan was pressing the siege with vigour, and 
although he méets with severe repulses, and sustains heavy 
losses, still he perseveres, and as ammunition and provisions 
are becoming scarce in the insurgent camp, the Imperial cause 
‘was day by day displaying ascendency. The insurgents occu- 
pying the smaller outposts have become alarmed and dis- 
heartened, and are in some instances either disbanding or sub- 
mitting to the Mandarins, The impression amongst those who 
are well informed and who are favourably disposed towards the 
Taipings is, that unless they make a dash and obtain a great 
victory their cause is hopeless. 

In our last issue on the 7th inst. we gave the particulars of 
several outrages in the settlement. It would appear, from the 
following oomments of a contemporary, that foreigners are 
largely implicated, and the fault lies at the system of allowing 
our soldiers and sailors to enter the Chinese ranks :— 

An alarming increase in crime of every description has be- 
come noticeable in and around Shanghai. The Cantonese who 
have been compelled to leave Soochow are now hovering about 
the road and creeks, reinforced by a few desperate Europeans. 
The presence of the latter may be accounted for by the fact 
that, with very questionable judgment, Major-General Brown 
granted discharges to a considerable number of the men of the 
31st Regt., when that regiment was upon the point of leaving 
for England. These men were allowed to join Gordon’s body- 
guard, but no arrangement was made with the Chinese authori- 
ties as to sending them home, should their services be dispensed 
with. The consequence was that when Gordon’s bodyguard 
was disbanded, the country became flooded with foreigners of 
the very worst character. There is now little doubt that some 
of these fellows were implicated in the murder of Baker and 
Horgan. Travelling around Shanghai has, therefore, become 
80 dangerous that we have been assured by men whose duties 
compel them to go backwards and forwards between Shanghai 
and Soochow, that at night they hardly think of sleeping, lest 
when least suspecting danger they might find themselves sur- 
rounded by foes, Within the English settlement, also, we have 
had unequivocal demonstrations of rowdyism. On Monday, 
between the hours of 7 and 8 Put, a gang, consisting of ten 
Cantonese and two foreigners, made a forcible entrance into a 
large Chinese store, and succeeded in carrying off a number of 
clocks and watches, together with $500. They then attacked 
the shop of a small banker, and robbed him of $40 and five 
shoes of sycee,

Resolution 11.—Proposed by Mr. Webster and seconded by Mr. Kes- 
wick :—That in consideration of the numerous disputes arising from the 
arbitrary valuations placed upon different dollars of the Mexican curren:

“ That in the event ofa mint being established at Hong Kong andthe Go- 
vernment issuing a silver coin of equal standard and purity to the Mexican 
dollar, such coin shall be scce pte in discharge of all engagements as a 
clean Mexican dollar.” Mr. Reid suggested that the resolution was 
mature, and Mr. Lynill also opposed it for the same reason. Mr. Rah 
thought the resolution might have influence with the Hong Kong Govern- 
ment in their decision on the question of establishing a mint in the colony, 
and recommended its adoption on that ground. The resolution on 
being put to the meeting was lost by a considerable majority. Mr. Kes- 
wick then proposed and Mr. Reid seconded the following resolution :— 

Resolution 1V.—Inaamuch as it has been the practice of the port for 

odown orders to be signed by the clerk in charge of that department of 

e business, this Chamber is of opinion that such orders are considered 
binding upon the firm in whose name they are issued ; but, considering the 
great extension of the trade carried on here, it would be desirable to make 
godown orders in future not transferable, without the countersignature 
ofthe firm by whom they were issued. Mr. Kahn proposed as an amend- 
ment :—That in future all godown orders issued by members of this 
Chamber shall be signed by a member of the firm which issues them, or 
by a person duly authorised by that firm ; and that all such orders shall 
have the words “not transferable” plainly marked upon them. The 
amendment was seconded by Mr. Tyers, bat on being pat to the vote was 
lost, and the original resolution was then put and carried by a considerable 
majority. The following resolution was then passed on the proposition of 
Mr. Thome, seconded by Mr. Dow :— 

Resolution V.—That whereas great difficulty has been heretofore ex~ 
perienced in arriving at a correct account of the settlements of tea during 
the fortoight between each mail, also in obtaining stocks, it is desirable 
that an uniform system be adopted; for which purpose a committee be 
formed consisting of one public tea inspector, and two tea inspectors in 
mercantile houses, that each firm hand into the committee two days before 
the departure of each mail, a full account as per schedule now before the 
meeting, that when the summary is completed, a copy be sent to the 
Chamber of Commerce, in order that it may be exhibited publicly for 
the benefit or those who are interested therein. Proposed by Mr. Dow 
‘and seconded by Mr. Kahn :— 

Resolution VI.—That Messrs, Mercer, J. Forster and Co., and Ringer, 
form the committee appointed by resolution No. 5. 

Tho return which we (North China Herald) published of the 
quantity of silk exported from Shanghai during the past year is 
far from satisfactory ; only 39,2465 bls. passed through the Cus- 
tom-house in 1863, against 84,983 bls. during the previous year. 
And the falling off of more than one-half in this important 
article of commerce is, we believe, susceptible of no other ex- 
planation than of a decrease in production, owing to the civil 
strife now raging in the two provinces in which the principal 
silk districts are situated. The eyes of the up-country pro~ 
ducers, also, appear to be opening to tho great demand which 
exists for silk for exportation to foreign countries, and the prices 
demanded by them last year were so high that, in most cases, 
the cost of the silk when it left this port was in excess of 
the price quoted in the home markets. The English 
market, however, has also been singularly dull during the past 
year, and prices have generally been below the average ; 80 that 
in England as well as China, circumstances were adverse to the 
trade. It is estimated that not more than 6,000 or 7,000 bales 
are still held by foreign and Chinese merchants in Shanghai, prin- 
cipally by the latter, who have held out in the hope of obtaining 
a better price. ‘This hope, however, appears now to be abandoning 
them, and, partly in despair of an improvement in the market, 
partly under pressure of requirements for money to meet their 
how year engagements, many are offering to sell ab a de- 
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cline . of tls, 30 per picul. Even at this rate, however, 
foreign buyers do not come readily forward, as the high rate of 
exchange renders’ remittance!to England a more advantageous 
method of investment than the shipment of silk appears likely 
to be. The supplies of silk from Japan, too, have been far less 
than were expected. It was estimated that from 15,000 to 
20,000 bales would be derived from this source, whereas the 
Customs returns shows that only 6,857 have arrived in 


A farewell dinner was given by the eorps of Mounted 
Rangers to their late captain, Panmure Gordon, Esq., at the 
Astor House. Tho Rhonish band was in attendance ; the room 
was most: tastefully decorated with flags; the dinner was 
excellent, and the whole affair went off admirably. 

‘The case of defalcation by the Compradore of the Oriental 
Bank, and the case of Reid v. Leighton, continue to be.com- 
mented on, but no new facta have come to hand beyond those 
given in our issue of-the 7th inst., per French mail, The Times’ 
correspondent in noticing them says :— 

“The most desirable form of Government for Shanghai pre- 
sents a difficult problem, on account of the three different in- 
terests which are represented. It would, probably, be im- 
possible to establish one court of judicature to which English, 
American, and French would agree to submit their cases indis- 
criminately. But a law officer might advantageously be ap- 
pointed by each country to try cases in which his own coun- 
trymen were concerned ; and an arrangement might be made 
that whenever a British subject sued an American, or vice 
versa, the American and English legal officers should sit on one 
bench and decide it—a similar course being pursued where 
French and English, or French and Americans were concerned. 
The other foreigners may well be left to their own Consuls, 
They are not numerous, nor are their cases important.

The correspondent of the Shanghai Market Report writes :— 
‘The approach of marauding bands has been so often positively 
announced by the native authorities at this port, that such ru- 
mours are now daily losing their effect in disturbing the tran- 
quility even of the Chinese residents. A report, which, as 
usual, proved to be totally without foundation, had been cir. 
culated amongst the uative merchants a few days before the 
dato of our correspondent’ letter, but as it did not produce 
any tender of pecuniary assistance to the mandarins, it had 
died out. Trade is excessively dull; in fact, no important 
operations whatsoever have been reported. The foreign resi- 
dents are becoming painfully alive to the increase of rowdyiam 
on the banks of the Yang-taze. Our correspondent informs us 
that a Chinaman was wantonly shot bya foreigner in Hanyang 
on the 15th inst. The culprit has uot as yet been discovered, 
but both foreign and native authorities are using every exertion 
to effect his capture. The defence ditch is progressing rapidly. 
About four thousand men are kept continually at work upon 
it. Those fellows hoot and jeer at any foreigners who approach 
the works, and seem determined to permit no interference 
whatsoever with their mode of operation. There had been 
considerable speculation in cotton, but late advices from Shan- 
ghai checked intending purchasers. The river continues very 
low. 

‘NINGPO, 

A correspondent, writing under date of the 14th of January, 
says that on the 12th the Franco-Chinese force succeeded in 
taking eight stone forts and one stockade close to Hangchow, 
The loss on the side of the rebels is estimated at 500 killed, 
besides a largo number of wounded which were carried away in 
safety. The attacking party lost two officers killed, three 
wounded, and 50 soldiers killed and wounded. The 25th of 
January had been fixed upon ,for the final assault on the city 
itself, 

FoocHoW. 

A serious disturbance took place at the American Baptist 
Chapel. The rioters broke into the place on the Sabbath, and 
demolished all they could, The Hong Kong Daily Press has a 
full account of the matter. 

HONG KONG, 

There is nothing new reported since our digest of news up 
to the 26th January. The dates are now up to the morning of 
1st February, The French mail of 17th December arrived on 
30th January. 

CANTON,

JAVA. 
BATAVIA. 

The news of the Hadith Pepper, given under casualties in our 
last issue, and the accident to the Glaramara, are both cone 
firmed by to-day’s mail. 

On the volcanic eruptions we find the following in the 
Straits Times :—“ The eruptions of the Merapi and the Kloet 
were felt at most parts of the island, and the several residen- 
cies between the Treanger Regenues to Probolingo, weat and 
east of the two volcanoes, were covered with ashes on the day 
of the eruption. The loss of life and cattle is said to be enor- 
mous, and it is feared that several thousand acres of rich land 
have been rendered unfit for future cultivation, In some 
places, however, heavy rains followed, and the boiling mud and 
ashes were washed away, leaving hopes of some benefit accruing 
to the surrounding fields and pasture lands. The quantity of 
ash and sand thrown into the residency of Madioen alone, is 
computed at no less than 1,744,522,416 cubic feet. The 
private letters from those parts are heartrending to read.” 

There has been an inundation at Samarang, but the water 
had subsided again when the last telegram arrived. Ab 
Kedirie, also, several little towns have suffered from inundation, 
which was mostly of mud, no doubt from the neighbourhood of 
the voleanoes, = 

Amongst the resolutions passed by the Government lately, 
there is one by which the delivery to Government only of all 
coffee grown on Sumatra, is prescribed. A translation of the 
particulars is given in the Java Times, . 





STRAITS OF MALACCA, 
SINGAPORE, 

Dates are down to the 7th February. The English mail of 
26th December, arrived on the 3st Januery, having been 
delayed en roude by an accident to the P. and O, steamer Candia 
between Suez and Galle. 

The last fortnight has been barren of political interest. The 
transfer commission, it is understood, sends home its report by 
the present mail; at all events, Sir Hercules Robinson, the 
president, proceeded to Hong Kong on the 1st February, to re- 
sume the reigs of Government. 

The fortifications appear to have come in for their fair share 
of attention. Fort Fullerton, a most effective little fort mount. 
ing nine large guns, but right in the centre of the sea frontage 
of the town, has been doomed to be dismantled, and the process 
has already been commenced. Fort Canning, it is believed, 
will, before long, be dismantled of its heavy guns, and be kept 
only as asort of citadel to which the European residents might 
resort in case of any outbreak among the natives—(a very 
improbable event, however). The guns taken from these forts 
are to be mounted some on Mount Palmer, some on Mount 
Faber, and some, it is believed, are to be placed in position at 
Tanjong Katong, the eastern limit of the harbour. The reason 
of these changes is this, that both Fort Canning and Fort Ful- 
Jerton are so placed as to draw an enemy's fire right into the 
centre of the town, and that doubtless before they could be 
silenced a great part of it would be laid in ashes, 

Tigers appear to be rapidly on the increase in the island. 
Deaths by them are of almost daily occurrence and their foot 
(2) prints may frequeutly be traced now on the suburban roads, 
About ten days ago a cub fell into a pit which had been dug 
purposely to entrap them, and for three days the mother tigress 
kept watch over it before she was shot. The pit was surrounded 
by jungle in which the tigress would lie concealed, till some of 
the party in chase of her would gather round the pit, and then 
she would spring out among them, leaping to right and left of 
them, and rendering any attempt to shoot her next to impos- 
sible, One man, police peon, was killed by a random shot on 
oue of these occasions. On the third day, however, the 
tigress was killed, and tho cub being brought into town alive, 
where it atill lives, 

To-day, the 6th February, is the anniversary of the settles 
ment of Singapore, and a holiday in the Government offices, 
but owing to the near despatch of the home mail it is not ob- 
served by the mercantile community. Monday the 8th is also a 
public holiday, being the Chinese New Year, and the banks are 
¢losed ; but the mail also interferes with the enjoyment of thia by

the merchants, and they have decided to observe the day following 
as a holiday. 

Two Chinese bad been carried away by tigers near the 
thirteenth milestone on Thomson’s-road, whilst working on 
gambier plantations, within half a mile of each other. One 
body had both legs eaten off, and the other was found headless 
and armless. 

The Pinang Gazette understands that the Public Works 
Department, as a’ quasi-independent branch of the local service 
under a chief engineer and high salaried executive engineers, 
is to be abolished from the end of April next. Captain Mayne 
will return from Calcutta for the purpose only of closing the 
accounts of the department. Major Hilliard and Captain 
McNair will also leave. At this station the public works will 
be superintended by Mr, Magaelhens in Province Wellesley, 
and by Mr. Bennett in Pinang, under direct responsibility to 
the resident councillor. The appointments of executive engineer 
in Pinang, Singapore, and Malacca are to be abolished. 

‘Nineteen Chinese had been arrested st Singapore, caught in 
the act of initiating and admitting members into the Hoey or 
Secret Society. ‘They were all Macao men. In front of the 
joss was found a bag containing banners of all descriptions, and 
the bye-laws of the society. They were cpmmitted to take their 
trial at the next quarter session on a charge of unlawful 
assembly. 

Whether or not the Gas Company will be enabled to illumi- 
nate the streets by the beginning of April, says the Straits 
Times, the manager is certainly proceeding with great energy 
and with very little noise towards the laying of the pipes. As 
far as we can judge, one-balf of the main pipes are already in 
the ground, and with very little apparent damage to the roads. 

The Court of Inquiry into the luss of the Lammermuir had 
given it as their opinion that Captain Joass was not to blame 
in any way for the loss of that ship, he having taken every 
precaution to ensure the safe passage of his vessel through the 
Macclesfield channel." With regard to the loss of the British 
Darque Surat, on the Sunde Straite, the court censured Captain 
Black for not having had proper set lookouts while running 
among so many islands, more especially as he was a stranger to 
that channel ; and also for not having laid his position at noon 
every day on the chart, and stated it in his log-book ; but in 
consideration of his long services and testimonials, they re- 
turned him his certificate.

Soocuow, By THE BisHor oF VicroRta.—The Bishop of Victoria 
in a paper contributed to the current number of Christian Work, 
says:—"* The recent perfidy and cruelty of the Imperialist authorities ia 
the recapture of the eity of Soochow from the "aigngs and ther fl 
ing up victories obtained by British help with all the horrible barbarities 
of pagan warfare, are a sad blot, at the present time, on the history of 
our international intercourse.” But the Bishop draws another picture, 
as pleasing as this is sad. He contrasts Canton as he found it on a recent 
visit with the Canton of nineteen years since. Then foreigners were 
hooted and abused on their approach to the gates, and actual entry was 
only effected at the peril of life. The Mandarins proscribed them, and 
the mob pelted them. Now, the officers of State eiigat to show them 
honour, the crowds not only leave them unmolested, but are well pleased _ 
to see them mingling with them and increasing their trade, while a dozen 
Protestant missiimaries, American and English, are quietly but success 
fully engaged in teaching the Christian religion to the thronging popu- 
lation. “All this change,” he says, “has of course been the result of 
political causes, and the severe lessons received during the bombardment 
‘and capture of the city.” Asat the South so at the North. Since wewnmis 
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takably asserted our superior force and our determination to keep the 
Chinese to their engagements, our plenipotentiary and our missionaries 
reside without difficulty at Peking, and they have been treated by the 
Government not merely with civility, but with cordiality. The preachers 
of Christianity travel to and fro without fear, and are everywhere well re- 
ceived b; people, though formerty they dared not_penetrate’ the 
country from fear of being murdered, ‘The Rev. Joseph Edkins has just 
taken a journey from Peking to one of the paneipel cities on the frontier of 
‘Tartary, and has met with nothing but good-will and an enxiety fo obtain 
gifts of books from high and low upon his joumey. Mr. Edkins’s fear 
about the Lay and Osbom affair is that it may interfere with the good 
understanding which has lately subsisted between the Chinese and English 
authorities. " 

Ma. Mossman anv Cotonet Syxes.—(To the Editor of The 
Times.) — Sir,—Colonel Sykes, in commenting on China affairs” in the 
House of Commons, selected the North China Herald as the object of his 
special vituperation, calling it ‘a paper which has always been the uncom. 
promising advocate of the Tartar Government in all its proceedings,” and 
* the unscrupulous supporter, hitherto the organ and diplomatic agent, of 
Her Majesty's Ministers in China.” Allow me, through your columns, as

Continental Kntelligence, 


HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
AmsTERDAM, March 9. 

The sittings of the Second Chamber of the States-General 
take place now as usual; but the debates have been exclu- 
sively confined to home subjects. Among the Bills laid before 
that Assembly for their confirmation is the Treaty of Commerce 
and Navigation concluded between Holland and the Kingdom of 
Italy. One of the stipulations it contains is that the produce 
or manufactures of Holland and of the Dutch colonies, from 
. Whatever country imported, shall be placed with regard to 
import duties upon the same footing as the same articles of 




















the most favoured nations, whilst reciprocity of the same nature 
is granted to all goods the produce of the soil or of the in- 
dustry of Italy, in Holland and her East India colonies and 
possessions. 

At the last monthly meeting of the Indian Association, held 
last week, the principal subject of discussion was the question 
of personal servitude in Java. From the tenor of the debates 
it appears to be the general wish of the members to see it 
abolished, not only as being highly oppressive on the natives, 
but rather that the system gives rise to innumerable abuses, 
The meeting expressed its unanimous wish to sce Article 57 
of the regulations for the Government of India more strictly 
executed, so that the time may soon arrive when it will be 
possible to abolish altogether the personal service as far as the 
State is concerned, and then to deprive by degrees the native 
chiefs of it, who, however, ought to receive an adequate remu- 
neration—in both cases subject to the levying of a tax on 
the inhabitants as an equivalent, if so required. 

Two of the Japanese officers that have been studying for 
more than a year in this country, are gone to the head-quarters 
of the allied armies in Schleswig to gain a practical insight 
into the European mode of warfare. They are accompanied 
by a Dutch naval officer as interpreter, though they require his 
services in that capacity but little, as they have a great natural 
aptitude for learning languages, and speak with considerable 
fluency German, Dutch, and English. On their arrival at 
Gravenstein they were kindly received by Field-Marshal von 
Wrangel and the Prussian Princes, and have been several times 
to the outposts to get as near a view as possible of the cele- 
brated entrenchments of the Danes at Duppel. They appeared 
much struck with the pontoon bridge at Eckensund over the 
mouth of the inlet called Nubel Noer, and examined its con- 
struction very closely. They are now gone northward to the 
Austrian head-quarters at Hadersleben, but it is understood 
they will return to witness siege operations which are about to 
be commenced against that formidable position, As they wear 
their own national costume, their appearance excited considerable 
curiosity, and probably they were equally struck with the 
diversity of uniforms they met with at every step, which are 
much increased by a number of officers of almost every army 
in Europe collected at the seat of war to witness as amateurs 
the military operations now going on. 

It will be remembered that some time ago the ne rs of Netherlands 
India contained a sharp polemical dispute concerning the cultivation of 
the chinchona tree in Java, and that a bulky quantity of papers, reports and 
documents on the subject were laid on the table of the Second Chamber. 
In the report of the sitting of the Imperial Academy of Sciences, held at 
Vienna ou the 14th of last month, we learn that a paper was read by 
Mr. de Vry, an officer of the East India Civil Service, now in pe on 
leave of absence. ‘That gentleman on bis way home from Java visited 
British India for the pu of examining the mode of cultivating the 
chinchona as pursued in the latter country. He states that the difference 
in the cultivation is that in Java they always plant the trees in thickets and 
let them grow up in the shade of other timber, whilst in British India they 
are planted at a distance from any other trees, and are thus fully exposed 
to the direct influence of the sun’s rays, in consequence of which system 
itis found that the chinchona produces much more quinine and at an 
earlier period than that obtained in Java. 

‘The number of vessels that arrived in this country from Netherlands 
India during the course of February was twenty-two, against thirty-one in 
January. Of these, fifteen brought cargoes for the company, and seven 
for the private trade. Fifteen came from Batavia, three Samarang, 
two from Sourabaya, one from Pecalongan, and one from Tiilatjap. 
Twelve discharged their cargoes at Amsterdam, eight at Rotterdam, one 
at Middelburg, and one at Dordrecht. Among other produce they brought 
83,290 bags of coffee, 95,242 kranjangs of sugar, and 1,705 chests of 
Java tea. 

Great interest was felt here for the fate of the Bremen barque Java, 
Capt. Dehle, from Lossarang to Rotterdam, with a cargo of 10,328 bags 
of rice and 7,672 bundles of rattans as dunnage. On her arrival 
in the channel she was warned by a steamer chartered for that purpose 
by the shipowners and underwriters of Hamburg and Bremen, thet a 
Danish steam-frigate, the Niels Juel, was cruising in the channel to in- 
tercept ‘and capture homeward-bound German merchantmen, and was 
thus enabled to put into Plymouth. While she was lying there in safety, 
as she could not be captured in a neutral port, the JViels Juel came in for 
coal and water, and then stood out tosea in a 8, W. direction. The Java 
then went out, but kept a sharp look-out, suspecting that the frigate would 
alter her course and give chase. And so it proved; but the Java 
ceived it in time to put back again into Plymouth Sound, and waitedafew 
days, when the frigate received ders to retura home, and the Java has 
now arrived at Brouwershaven without any more adventures,

COMMERCIAL, 

Corrge.—Thare is but little alteration to report since last mail. Fa- 
Yourite numbers out of last sale, such as Nos. 18, 22, and 23, sell easily 
at 45 cents, but inferior qualities, such as Nos. 25 and 26, are not s0 sale- 
able. The only sales by importers were 2,500 bags of Java, ex Johannes 
Lodowyk.to one house, at 42 to 47, according to quality, and 900 bags 
do., ex Zwaan, also to one single house at secret prices. Good Java, 
of clean taste, continues in demand at 45}, and for bright 474 is paid. 
‘The company’s first spring sale is announced for the 16th inst. in thiscity, 
and the quantity to be brought forward is only 79,900 bags ; all Java, ex- 
cept 2,400 bags of Padang. 

Sucan.—The raw market is calm, but prices are not so firm as they 
were. Though the quotations are still nominally 1 to 14 fl. above No- 
vember sale prices, it is very doubtful it buyers could be found at those 
rates. The stock of raw sugar in Holland is 20,854,395 kilogr.. against 
26,869,056 k. last year. ¢ company’s March sale will be held on the 
‘22nd inst., also in this city, when 71,500 kranjangs and mats of Java will 
pass the hammer. At the March sale last year the quantity offered was 
62,300 kranjangs. Refined goods inactive; ‘the present prices of raw, as 
compared with refined sugars, are such as to hold out no inducement to 
refiners to enter into contracts for later delivery. 

Rice.—Some sales of rough grain have been made at,very high prices, 
chiefly for shipment. Cleaned sorts go off quietly at full values. 

Srices,—On the whole the market is in a feeble condition, and 
though the dealings were far from extensive, previous prices could with 
dificulty be maintained. Cloves are quite neglected. Pepper is rather 
more in favour. 

Metats.—Company’s copper is 241. lower, and can be had at 58 A. 
Banca tin remains steady at 70, at which figure the small transactions 
of the fortnight have been done. 4,000 blocks of Billiton are expected 
to arrive in a short time. 

Inpico.—There has been a good demand for Java, and 290 chests have 
changed hands at former values. Some private trade parcels have come 
to hand, and will be shortly in the market. 

Gurra-Percua.—Some lots that were bought in at the last sale have 
been since disposed of by private contract. 

Rartrans.—This article commands an easy eale at full prices. Among 
the transactions were 900 bundles (200 piculs) ex Knight, 800 bundles 
(180 pic ) ex Wave, and 3,321 bundies ex Zwaan. 

Tozacco.—Market firm ; in prices no alteration. There have been no 
sales by auction since last mail, but several parcels have been sold by 
tender, amongst which were 1,502 bales of Java, mark NICOT, and 518 
bales of do., mark CUBA. 


FRANCE. 

The Moniteur says :—* The transport Europeen, commanded by a cap- 
tain in the Imperial navy, sailed from Suez. on the Srd of November last, 
and arrived at Saigon, in Cochin China, on the 3rdof January. She had 
‘on board 1,161 men, passengers and crew, of whom eighty-five were 
marines, received on board at Pondicherry. The Europeen, which is to 
be replaced on the Cochin China station by the Sarthe, is shortly expected 
at Saigon, having left Singapore on the 20th of January. ‘The Europcen, 
which requires repairs in her machinery and masts, is fo return to France.

HOUSE OF COMMONS. 
CHINA AFFAIRS, 

(March 4th.) Colonel Syxes rose to call attention to the following re- 
solution, passed unanimously at a meeting of the Consuls representing 
European nations at Shanghai, on the 16th day of December, 1863, atthe 
British Consulate, moved by Mr. Markham, the British Acting-Consul, 
and seconded by Mr. Keswick, Danish Consul: — That this meeting, as 
representing the whole foreign community, views with unqualified disap- 
probation the late proceedings of the Futai at Soochow as an act of 
extreme treachery, abhorrent to human nature, calculated to. withdraw 
from the Imperial cause the sympathies of Western nations, and the aid of 
the gallant officers who have hitherto assisted them,”—and to ask the Virst 
Lord of the Treasury whether, with this renewed instance of perfidy in 
Imperial officials, it ‘is intended by Her Majesty's Government to pass 
unnoticed further violation of the instructions of the Foreign-olfice to 
British authorities in China, to be strictly neutral in the civil war which 
has so long raged in China, He said that in November last he received 
from Soochow a statement to the effect that a force consisting of 200 men 
of the 67th Regiment, 100 men of the Royal Artillery, and 100 men of 
the 22nd Native Infantry had left. under the command of Captain Murray, 
R.A., for Taitsang ; that 200 Belochees, under command of Captain 
Hogg, had also been thrown into Quinsan ; that the garrisoning of these 
two cities by the British would enable Major Gordon to advance with 
almost his entire force to Soochow, and woul ensure his retreat in the 
unexpected event of a reverse ; and that it was believed that as the capture 
of Soochow was considered essential to the tranquillity of Shanghai, Sir 
Frederick Bruce looked favourably on the conjoint action of native and 
foreign troops if such should be found necessary. From Hong Kong by 
the same mail he received a communication to the sume effect—viz., that 
British troops hed been sent by Major-General Brown to places beyond 
the 30-mile radius to enable Major Gordon to advance upon Soochow. 
Now, the House had been informed more than once by the Primo 
Minister, the Under-Secretary for Foreign Affairs, and the Secretary of 
the Admiralty, that the Government had issued instructions to the effect that 






























— 
strict neutrality would be maintained in China beyond the30-mile limit from 
the treaty ports, which it was thought advisable to secure from the effects 
of the contest between the rebels and the Tartar Government. The mo- 
ment he received that communication from China, knowing the orders 
which had been issued from the Foreign-office, and recollecting the state= 
ments which had been made on the part of the Government, he addressed 
a letter to Earl Russell, stating the facts be had mentioned, and intimat- 
ing at the same time that he should consider it his duty to bring the viola~ 
tion of the orders of the Foreign-office by Major-General Brown to the 
notice of the House of Commons. On the next day—the 23rd of No- 
yember—Earl Russell acknowledged the receipt of bis letter, and his ob- 
ject now was to redeem the pledge he had given to the noble lord. ‘The 
first remark he had to make was that the meeting of the representatives of 
European nations at Shanghai was caused by a horrid butchery perpetrated 
at Soochow. Probably the Under-Secretary for Foreign Afiairs, who had 
always beer the champion of the Tartar Government, would tell the 
House that the occurrences at Soochow had been exaggerated, and that 
he had been told so by Major Gordon. But the fact was that Major 
Gordon did not witness the butchery. Indeed, he had not an opportunity 
of witnessing it, for he was next to a prisoner when it took place, and he 
had no means of preventing it, having sent his troops back from Soochow 
to his head-quarters. Great cvents sometimes sprung from trivial causes, 
and so it had been on this occasion in China. Had not Major- 
General Brown violated his orders by garrisoning two cities far beyond 
the thirty-mile radius, Major Gordon could not bave withdrawn the whole 
of his troops from those places, nor could he have made that impres- 
sion upon Soochow which led to the surrender of the town by treachery — 
an enterprise in which he was sorry to ssy Major Gordon himself took 
part. From a report of the meeting of the Consuls at Shanghai he 
observed that Major-General Brown was the chief denouncer of the 
butchery at Soochow. At that meeting the resolution included in his 
notice was carried unanimously. 

The unanimity of the Consuls he found explained in the North 
China Herald, a paper which had always been an uncompromising 
advocate of the Tartar Government in all its preceedings. Under 
date the 12th of December, 1863, it contained a memorandum com- 
municated by Major Gordon himself, stating that on the 28th of 
November, on the morning after La-wang and other leaders had opened 
negotiations with the Futai for the coming over of the troops, the Tartar 
General brought to him the heads of the traitors, who said he thought the 
garrison were willing to give the city up to the Imperial Government on con- 
dition that their lives and property should be guaranteed. Major Gordon 
added that he conversed with La-wang, who seemed to have some doubts, 
from past experience of Tartar perfidy, and told him that would be an exceed- 
ingly acceptable thing to bring together the conflicting parties in China; and, 
moreover, that the Imperialists were not the people they bad been in former 
days, thus leading the unfortunate wretch to believe that any arrangement 
made with the Futai would be carried out under the guerantec of Major Gor- 
don himself. Major Gordon then had a communication with the Tartar 
General, who said it would be very acceptable if the place surrendered, 
for a great number of men would be lost in attacks on the gates, which 
were well fortified. But the Governor was a man of high distinction and 
tauch respected by Major Gordon himself, and the bargain made with the 
Imperial General was that the Governor should be handed over to him a 
prisoner. The strength of the position was such that great loss was antici- 
pated in attacking it. The ‘rons to evacuate the city was therefore 
eagerly entertained by Major Gordon and the Imperialists. Then Gordon 
had searcely returned to his quarters before Soochow, when General 
Ching sent him over two Frenchmen who had just come into the lines, 
and they said that at two Po. on the 4th of September all the chiefs had 
been assembled in Mowang’s Palace, and after a dinner they had offered 
up prayers (to the Christians’ God, it should be remarked), that they then 
adjourned to the great Court, where they put on their robes, crowns, &c. 5 
that the Governor mounted his throne and began an address, in which he 
stated their difficulties, The other Wangs answered him, and the disscus- 
sion grew higher and higher, till Kung-wang drew a dagger and stabbed 
Mo-wang in the neck, and the other wangr seized him and decapitated 
him, his head being afterwards sent to the Imperialist General. 

‘On the night of the 4th, Ching’s men having taken possession of the gate, 
the rebels within the city shaved their heads—(a laugh), ‘The House was 
aware that when the Tartars conquered China they required the population 
at large to shave their heads and wear the queue in token of their submis- 
sion. Major Gordon went to the Futai, and represented to him the 
danger of keeping the disciplined Chinese in a state of inactivity, also re- 
questing that in recognition of their services a gratuity of two months’ pay 
might be given to each inferior officer and man, The Futai refused, but 
after much wrangling Gordon induced the men to accept one month’s pay 
asa present, This was given to them as the result of Gordon's negotia- 
tion in lieu of their alleged right to go in and purer the city. The 
troops were then ordered back to Quinsan, On the 5th Ching announced 
that the Futai had written to Peking stating that he had extended mercy 
to the rebels, Tho morning after the troops left Gordon started for the 
city, sending the two steamers to meet him, as from information he ob- 
tained in Mo-wang’s house he expected to have recaptured the Firefly, 
which had been taken from him. He saw the chief conspirator 
riding in the city to the Deputy-Viceroy’s camp to make his 
submission, and he then endeavoured to while away the time 
till the steamers arrived. From the top of one of the gates 
he noticed a large crowd near the Impcrial General's stockade, where the 
Deputy-Viccroy was staying, but thought the Imperialist soldiers were 
merely gratifying their curiosity by a glimpse of the rebel chiefs doing 
obeisance to the Futai. In a few minutes more a large body of men came 
up, and, passing the gate, rushed cheering into the city, firing their mus- 
kets in the air, and yelling. At that moment the decapitation of the 
princes was taking place in the crowd before his eyes. After much equi- 
vocation on Ching’s part, Gordon at length became uneasy about La-wang 
(the chief conspirator), and went to his palace. He arrived there after 
dark, and found it completely ransacked. He entered the house of the 
prince, who had been butcbered, and remained all night, defending him-

THE DEBATE ON COLONEL SYKES'S INTER- 
PELLATION. 

‘Ws wish we could believe that the course of the discussion on 
Friday evening last, inaugurated by the gallant Member for 
Aberdeen, could be accepted asan indication that Parliament is be- 
ginning to feel that what are called “ substantive motions” are 
out of place upon a question so important as our precise duties 
in China. Five years ago the arch-champion of the Taipings 
would have brought forward some pithily-worded motion, which 
the Opposition, whether accepting it in all its entirety or not, 
would have seized as a cheval de bataille, and we should have 
had a definite expression by the House of their feeling as to 
the employment of English mercenaries by the Chinese Go- 
vernment. China has already unseated one Ministry, and that 
whose chief was identical with the head of the present Cabinet. 
‘What are wo to infer from the altered tono of the Taiping ad- 
vocates in 18641 What from the taunt levelled at tho Under- 
Seoretary of State for Foreign Affaire, who entered public life 
as a follower of Lord Dersy, and is known to be much 
the most Conservative in his view of the present Ministry, that 
he has always been the champion of the Tartar Government ? 
What from the absolute silence of even the underlings of the 
Opposition, even when Mr. Kinwarrp had what we must con- 
sider the hardihood gravely to maintain, by implication at least 
if not in express words, “that the policy of Her Maszsry’s 
“ Government had been limited to the protection of the Treaty 
“ ports?” We own we are glad to find the House in such an 
acquiescent mood, and are inclined to ascribe it to other causes 
than theexplicit declaration of Lord Patauerston that the Orders 
in Council had been revoked which authorised, first, the Anglo- 
Chinese expedition, and, secondly, the acceptance of service 
under the Chinese Government by such British subjects as chose 
to avail themselves of the permission. 

There is visible in the veteran Premier's remarks a constraint, 
when he ventures to allude, even in the most cautious manner, 
to our future relations with China, which shows that even he 
feels that an irresistible destiny is hurrying on this country 
into a certain definite policy, which all true statesmen must 
regret, but which they are powerless to escape from. His Lord- 
ship, without actually committing himsclf to a final declaration 
of opinion as to the possibility of the rebels succeeding in 
establishing a Government, states that our only policy bence- 
forth must be “ to re-establish peace and order, as it is very im- 
« portant for the commercial interests of this country connected 
“ with China” that “such commerce should be permitted to revive 
and expand freely.” Here was a splendid opportunity for any 
gentlemen to make a little political capital, by following up 
Colonel Srges’s Vague generalisations, and insisting on “tho 
sacred right of rebellion.” But the oracles were dumb, so we 
may conclude that the Houso tacitly agrees with Lord Pauarr- 
STON, that the best thing we can do is—to protect our rapidly 
increasing commerce. In truth, we do not see what other con- 
clusion they could come to ; but why cannot honourable members 
go alittle farther, and inquire how that desirable object is to 
be carried into effect? It would, perhaps, be asking too much 
of a man in his eightieth year to forecast the details of a policy, 
to anticipate twenty or thirty years ofa history, that is evolving 




















itself with a startling rapidity to which only the United States 
can furnish a parallel. But we suspect his Lordship, as he 
casts his eye over the maps of the Fur East, must shake his 
head sadly as he contemplates that vast Empire which extends 
from the shores of the Aral to the Pacific, conterminous with the 
northern frontier of our Indian Empire, and mutter to himself 
the prophetic phrase, “ Aprés moi le déluge |” 

For however peaceable these his words may sound, there has 
always been found lurking in them the seeds of those troubles 
and convulsions that make what the mass of mankind call 
history. The defence of the privileges of a chartered company led 
to the acquisition of our Eastern Empire, and that by a suc- 
cession of acts which still bring a blush of shame to an honest 
man’s face. Must we repeat these errors of policy and shabby 
subterfuges on a yet more extensive field, or shall we not rather 
boidly grapple with the well-established political axiom, that the 
protection of a great commerce against the encroachments of 
the Government of the country with which we are trading, is 
neither more nor less than a declaration of war—and 8 war 
that must be internecine, since it implies that two leading prin- 
ciples are struggling for the mastery? Lord PaLMERSTON 
‘was so emphatic on “ the two faults that must be matter of re- 
“proach to the Chinese, perfidy and cruelty,” that it is 
evidently a foregone conclusion in his own mind that, supposing 
either Taiping or Imperialist were entirely successful to-morrow, 
we should still have “to protect our commerce.” Against 
whom? Against that “horribly corrupt officialism,” as it has 
been well termed, which in the insolence of success would at 
once turn its attention to intermeddling with the detested 
Fan-Kwel, and attempt to drive him out of the country, in 
order that oppression, and extortion, and devilish cruelty might 
again stalk through the land, Whatever be the faults of the 
British pioneers of trade, they have never, at any period of 
history, been found to lend themselves to be the tools of others 
in oppressing the people. Their hand has been heavy on their 
own behalf—judged by results; their little finger has been 
thicker than the loins of the most truculent despot, or the most 
merciless race of conquerors that ever lived or ruled. But this 
is simply because the principle they represent is one form of 
moral force, which here, as elsewhere, overcomes brute force 
with its own weapons, ere it proceeds to organise anew the con- 
quests it has made. As a general principle, then, a policy of 
protecting our Chinese commerce will inevitably lead us into 
annexation and absorption more or less gradual. 

But this view is greatly strengthened if we only consider 
what “ protection to commerce” means in the midst of such a 
rebellion as is now devastating China. We leave out of view all 
speculations as to the humanity of sternly using our power to 
restore order, upon the same principle that NAPOLEON never fired 
blank shot first. We simply note the fact that we are thus 
bound to act impartially against both partics ; and the natural 
result is that as we are known to be strong cnough to compel 
submission to our- will from both parties even, if invited, wo 
must acquire fourfold the prestige we otherwise should, if 
we had nothing but a faction to coerce instead of a united 
people. It is this very prestige which we wish to avoid in- 
creasing, if there be any meaning in Colonel Svxr’s question 
and Lord Patmerston’s reply ; yet we adopt the very means,— 
yiz., a strict neutrality between the two belligerents, both about 
equally ignorant of these subticties of political fastidiousness 
by which our power and fame must increase, best calculated 
to extend it with an irresistible impulse, and attract to 
ourselves the entire commerce, and therefore the real destinies, 
of this overgrown empire. It is much to be regretted that there 
is no member of either House honest and outspoken enough to 
enunciate these plain and wholesome, though unpalatable truths, 
We smile contemptuously at the fractious patient who refuses 
tho means of restoring health to the exhausted framo, because 
it implies the endurance of pain and discomfort ; but in what 
is our policy on this important subject superior to such a childish 
display? Nothing is easier than for well-meaning gentlemen 
to sit on a comfortable bench, and listen to platitudes about 
neutrality, and the propriety of maintaining the peace, leaving 
“men and brethren” to hew each other to pieces. Scripture 
and the hard lessons of worldly policy are alike against such 
worldly-wise policy ; and we may remind those gentlemen that 
they would be the very first to ery out were the sudden suc- 
cess of cither combatant to find “the protection of our com- 
mere,” entrusted to the small force that is alone requisite to 
enforce the observance of our rights as neutrals. 

Meanwhile, Lord Panwenston was cnabled to ride off with 
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8 certain reputation for exercising a wise caution in dealing with 
the issues raised by Colonel SyKes, by reminding the House that 
we had not yet learned what had been the result of our 
Minister’s representations of the conduct of the Fu-Tai. We 
may look, therefore, for a renewal of the debate on some future 
evening, when we trust—but, we confess, with but the slen- 
derest expectation that our hopes will be gratified—that some 
member will approach the subject. with a proper grasp of the 
momentous issues involved in it to the next generation if not the 
whole human race. 


THE MEETING OF THE CHAMBERS OF COMMERCE. 


‘THE pressure upon our columns must be our apology for so 
briefly adverting, as we are compelled to do, to one very impor- 
annt recommendation, adopted after much discussion at the 
recent meeting in London of the United Chambers of Commerce. 
We allude to the changes recommended in the distribution of the 
duties of the Consular body, who, the Chambers seem to think, 
could best discharge their important duties by confining them- 
selves entirely to the transaction of mercantile business, and 
being placed under the control of the Board of Trade, We 
need not say that we cordially concur in the latter recommen- 
dation, and only differ as to the former on a matter of detail. 
It is absolutely necessary in countries where we have no regular 
envoy that some diplomatic authority should be present to re- 
present the Majesty of England. For this duty we would 
recommend the retention of Consuls-General and Consuls under 
the control, as at present, of the Forcign Office, and communi- 
cating with them exclusively upon diplomatic matters, while 
the Vice-Consuls might be handed over to the Board of Trade, 
and report exclusively to that department, referring all other 
matters that came before them cach to his immediate chief. As 
soon as the report is in our hands we shall recur to this subject. 
as we believe its recommendations will be found to contribute 
very materially to the efficiency of a valuable body of public 
servants. 


DEPARTURE OF THE STEAMER “KIU-KIANG” FOR 
CHINA. 

The fine steamer Kiu-Kiang, under the command of Captain 8. N. 
Taylor, sailed from New York for Shanghai, via Cape de Verde, Cape 
of Good Hope, Singapore, and Hong Kong on the 9th Feb. 

The Kiu-Kiang was built at New York by Mr. Inglis, for Messrs.

After her 
voyage to Dublin, in which she encountered very heavy weather, very 
large sums were named as the probable cost of her repairs, Including 
several expensive improvements unconnected with that trip, the entire 
charge will not be much beyond £10,000.

THE COLONY OF SINGAPORE. 
(exauaree) 

The colony of Singapore, about to be transferred from the Indian to 
the Colonial department of administration, is the first and most success- 
ful example in British history of the beneficial effects of freedom of trade. 
Singapore has an area of about 200 square miles, or is about one- 
third larger than the Isle of Wight; but even of this small area but a 
few square miles are as yet cleared of a forest, the trees of which would 
for size and frequency do honour to the region of the Amazons. This 
forest harbours royal tigers, which yearly destroy more human beings than 
cattle, but only because of the two the human herd is more numerous, 
The island lies but eighty miles from the equator and is hot, yet being 
well ventilated by monsoons and land and sea winds, it is eminently 
healthy. Itsmain advantage consists in its position, for it lies on one of 
the two great highways through the Malayan Archipelago which connect 
the Eastern with the Western world, while it has a roadstead anda harbour 
safe and accessible at every season, 

Singapore became a British possession in the month of February 1819 , 
and is consequently as a British colony just forty-five years old, It was 
ceded to us by a very poor chief, the head of a band of Malay fishermen, 
not indisposed to piracy when opportunity offered. ‘The grandson of that 
chieftain is a well-educated man, a proprietor of land, and in the enjoy- 
meut of a yearly income of £30,000, a fact which tells well for the 
prosperity of the colony and the justice and liberality of those who have 
administered it. He is probably the wealthiest Malay that ever lived, and 
he could certainly buy and sell'all the Malay princes of the Archipelago. 

Singapore has been afree port in the most comprehensive sense from 
its first establishment, for no duties are levied on ship or cargoes, and this 
without reference to nationality. The result is striking and exemplary. 
The population of some 200 beggarly and barbarous fishermen has risen 
to an industrious community of 100,000. Of thzse the European 
inhabitanis of all nationalities, but the majority English, do not exceed a 
few hundreds. About three-fourths of the population are Chinese, a few 
of them Creoles, but the great number emigrants from China, including 
without the last year or two a few females, The bulk of the rest of the 
inhabitants consists of various nations of the Malay Archipelago and of 
various nations of Hindu origin, to which may be added some Arabs, 
Persians, Armenians, and Jews. 

And now for the commerce, which has brought together this miscella- 
neous population. We have before us the returns for the official year 
1862-5. The imports amounted in value to £6,461,720, aud the exports 
to £5.555,573, the first exceeding those of the previous year by 
£889,200, and the last by £594,020. The number of square-rigged 
vessels which entered was 1,279, of 471,440 tons burthen, and the depar- 
ures 1,241, of 396,599 tons, but this is exclusive of native craft of 
many descriptions. _ Full one-half of this shipping is British, 
rest sailing under no fewer than twenty different national flags, of which 
the most considerable are the American, the Dutch, the French, 
the Hamburg, the Bremen, and the Siamese, The great 
majority of the shopkeepers and brokers are Chinese, but 
among these are also found wealthy merchants and shipowners, with cor- 
respondents in London, Liverpool, and Glasgow. Englishmen and 
foreign Europeans are the chief merchants and bankers. Next to Bomba; 
and Calcutta Singapore is the greatest commercial emporium of Britis 
India, and this is the result of freedom and a geographical position.” 

But how fares it with financial matters? Surpassingly well. The 
revenue, a net one, amounted in the year quoted to £125,210, and the 
expenditure, civil and military, £105,555, giving a clear surplus of £19,855. 
This, however, is not the real state of the account, for the local revenue 
is charged with the maintenance of all the convicts of British Indie, 
amounting in number to some 3,000. This is exactly as if the revenues 
of the colony of Western Australia were to bear the charge of all the 
felony sent to it from England. The amount of this charge is £11,900 
and adding to it the surplus already stated, we find the income to exceed 
the expenditure by better than £30,000. When, therefore, Singapore 
comes under the direct administration of the Crown, a consummation 
devoutly desired by the inhabitants, it will be the only colony out of forty 
that, while conferring great advantages upon the nation, will be no burden 
‘on the mother country. The colony, it is almost superfluous to add, has 
an abundance of skilled attificers, withh wet-docks capable of accommodating 
vessels of large burthon with a cheap supply of good timber for their 
construction. 
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! FLEET AND THE DEBATE ON 

CHINA. 

(THE TIMES.) 

The discussion upon the massacre at Soochow, the failure of the Osborn 
exjedition, and the repeal of the Orders in Council leaves the wholo 
question as to the responsibility of the failure still resting upon the papers 
just laid before Parliament. ‘The other speakers added nothing to what 
appears in these papers, and Lord Palmerston volunteered no decision 
upon the points they raise, Chinese statesmen are seldom at a loss to 
make out a specious case. Even Yeh was a sage and a moralist when he 
was not slicing off rebel heads by the hundred or cutting women into ror- 
sels upon wooden croves. He went far to convince some Englishmen that 
Sir Michael Seymour and Lord Elgin were men of violence and unreason 
yet there was no doubt about the history of the ‘execution ground ” or 
ihe horrors of the Canton prisons. So in the despatches which Sir 
Frederick Bruce has recently transmitted from Peking, and which were 
discussed in the House of Commons, the * Foreign’ Board” make 
out a triumphant case, and put Mr. Lay completely in the wrong. Yet 
no one disputed that the Futai who exercised over Major Gordon the 
command attempted to be imposed over Captain Osborn, did, aa Colonel 
Sykes recounted, break faith with Gordon and massacre the people ond 
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the prisoners whom Gordon had admitted to mercy. ‘The Chinese are a 
people who have no difficulty in being always in the right, for they have 
no difficulty in inventing the facts from which it would follow, as a matter 
of reasoning, that they must be in the right. We will not assume, there- 
fore, because the Chinese statesmen are indignant with Mr. Lay. nor 
even because Sir Frederick Bruce seems to justify their indignation, that 
therefore all the right is on one side, and all the wrong is on the other. 

Still, however, the Chinese do appear to be at least technically right in 
their controversy with Mr. Lay. But, right as the Chinese are, there can 
be no doubt on any mind that if Captain Osvorn had allowed himself to 
be put under a Chinese admiral, as was proposed, and had permitted his 
squadron to be dispersed under the orders of the Futais and Taoutais of 
the provinces, England would be ringing at this moment with execrations 
at the atrocities of which these ships had been made the agents; the world 
would have been scandalised that prudish England should have been made 
the executioner of a Chinaman’s vengeance, and Lord Paimerston would 
have hada much more difficult speech to make than that which satisfied 
the House. Sir Frederick Bruce felt this, even while he was hold- 
ing that the Chinamen were right in resisting the pretensions of Mr. 
Lay. If be had not felt it, he would have allowed them to officer their 
fleet themselves, as they might readily have done, with desperadoes at the 
open ports. The other foreign Ministers felt this, or they would not have 
interfered to fortify Sir Frederic! his resolution not to allow this power- 
ful force to pass over to Chinese commanders. sir Frederick Bruce, in- 
deed, scems to have held a tacit opinion hostile to the expedition altogether, 
if it be true, asthe Chinese say, that “ the Britis inister and Mr. Wade 
have on former occasions urged that Chinese military authority ought not 
to be delegated to foreigners.” Sir Frederick, however, never suxgests 
any desire to see Captain Osborn take command under a Chinese admiral ; 
but, on the contrary, repeatedly in his despatches applauds that officer's 
conduct throughout the matter. Sir Frederick Bruce admits that he did 
not give Mr. Lay or Captain Osborn any active assistance in their 
demands, and the Chinese extol “the surpassing discernment of the 

ish Minister” that he does not share the wish of Mr. Lay, who would 
ist on imposing restrictions on the Chinese Government. Under the 
circumstances, we agree with Lord Russell that Sir F. Bruce pursued the 
proper policy. This expedition had got into a false position, and Sir 
F. Bruce would have done no good if he had attempted to lift it by 
orce into a bettergroove. 

On the other band, we cannot agree with those who see in this affair 
another instance of the bad faith and ingratitude of the Chinese Govern- 
ment. There might have been, and we think there was, great folly in the 
conduct of the Court of Peking in thus rejecting this force, which would 
have certainly accomplished the object expressed in the instructions of 
the Foreign Board, “to clear the river, and go right at Nankin ;” and we 
believe that Captain Osborn would have given peace to the middle pro- 
vinces of China and would have offered to the decaying monarehy another 
chance of salvation. The Chinese, however, thought otherwise. They 
allowed themselves to be befvoled by their own notions of the unalterable 
nature of Chinese traditions. They became, while in this frame of mind, 
the dupes of foreigners who were hostile to this expedition from various 
and eren coutradictory motites. Some saw in the force the initiation of 
a permanent British supremacy in China. Others beheld in it the end of 
that system of confusion which gives opportunity for irregular profits. 
But, however mistaken the policy of the Foreign Board of Peking, the 
course they had adopted was one they had a perfect rtght to pursue 80 far 
as Captain Osborn and Mr. Lay were concerned, Mr. Lay had ex- 
ceeded his instructions, which extended no further than to obtain ships, 
stores, sailors, and officers; and it was a capital mistake that the expedi- 
tion ever left England without commissions and instructions under the seul 
of the Chinese Emperor. 

‘We cannot see how this is to be anewered. Of course, we by no means 
admit the conclusion the Chinese seem to have drawn, that because Mr. 
Lay had omitted to obtain the proper authority for such conditions as any 
British officer in Captain Osbora’s position must require, he was therefore 
to do their bidding as a mercenary without any sccurities as to the nature 
of the work he was to perform. But there being no conditions fixed, they 
certainly had full right to reject the very inadmissible conditions which 
Mr. Lay had taken upon himself to lay down. Under the circum- 
stances, when they volunteered to pay all expenses up to the arrival of the 
expedition in England, and made moderate complimentary grants to 
Captain Osborn and Mr. Lay for the pains they had bestowed upon the 
ships and their equipment, the Chinese Government behaved with a 
liberality and sense of propriety not often to be found in their transactions 
with Europeans. At the bottom of it all there was, no doubt, a desire to 
use this force after their own fashion, and to accomplish that “ extermina- 
tion "of which they speak in one of their papers of instruction ; and this 
mingled largely with that “ profound irritation" against Mr. Lay on 
account of the position he had assumed of which Sir Frederick Bruce 
speaks. If they had gained their point with Captain Osborn, the con- 
sequences could not have been other than those we have already indicated 5 
but in rejecting the demands they were in their right, and they have 
used their right with aremarkable moderation, However great the dis- 
appointment to the commander and officers of this expedition, they must, 
resonable men, see that if they have any grievance it is not against the

self. His troops were gone. He tried next day to make his way back to 
his garrison ; he was intercepted and detained as a prisoner ; he was then 
allowed to go away, and from that moment he saw nothing of what took 

lace in Soochow, The House ought to know what did take place. He 

ad in his hand the account of a European eye-witness of the governor's 
assassination at Soochow. This person's narrative stated that after the 
rebel commander-in-chief left Soochow the Europeans all lived together 
in the Mo-wang’s palace and were well treated; that on the 4th of Decem- 
ber the Mo.wang had invited half-a-dozen of the other wangs to a large 
dinner, over which it was understood they were to discuss what was to be 
done; that the Mo-wang had no idea of the treachery which was in store ; 
that he was standing up saying something loud when all at once a man 








belonging to the Liu-wang went behind him, and with a long knife which 
he had concealed up to that time stabbed the Mo-wang in the body; that 
the Liu-wang immediately jumped towards the body and cut the head off. 

He had also a statement from one of Major (iordon’sown officers. The 
writer said that having been at Soochow on the day that “ the viceroy, the 
type of all that is detestable and infernal, glutted his vengeance on the 
unfortunate inhabitants, men and women, who had surrendered on terms 
that should have been held sacred,” he felt it his duty to write his regrets 
at the treachery which had taken place, “dishonouring as it was to the 
cause for which so many brave and honourable men "—generally English- 
men mixed with other foreigners—“ had shed their blood.” “Here was 
Major Gordon's defence. _ It was dated December 14. It stated that the 
withdrawal of the troops from Soochow totally disabled Major Gordon 
from preventing what had occurred, and which (as he could show the 
House) continued to occur for twenty successive days, The defence was 
that Major Gordon waned to bring the parties together, and that in so 
doing he had led the chief conspirator to believe that he might safely 
trust the Imperialist authorities. The North China Herald, speaking of 
the horrors of Soochow, said, “ During the campaign of the last two years 
against the rebels of this province the Imperialists have availed them- 
selves of every opportunity of gratifying their taste for indiscriminate 
slaughter which was ever found among uucivilised nations.” This came 
from the unscrupulous supporter, hitherto the organ and diplomatic agent 
of Her Majesty's Ministers in China. The account then went on to men- 
tion the facts as they had occurred. It ended with saying “ We beli 
however, that the recent events in Soochow have cast an indelible stain on 
the Chinese as a nation, and this was the more to be regretted because up 
to the time of their occurrence an English officer was in command.” 
Again, it was stated gune and ammunition were freely supplied. “In a 
word, everything that could be done by one nation for another was done 
by the English and French for the Chinese." What! After the decla~ 
rations of neutrality and in spite of the instructions from the Foreign- 
office? Yet all ended in ‘indiscriminate slaughter.” Nor was this 

ccount exaggerated, Here was another eye-witness. The hon. and 
gallant member then read an account of a visit to Major Gordon's camp. 

The artillery were in position. ‘They promised to preserve the city from 
being looted, and that persons and property would be respected. They 
were to receive one month’s pay in lieu of loot. The writer visited the 
Mo-wang’s palace. On the stone steps of the reception-hall iay the body 
of the truly brave and noble-minded Mo-wang ; his head was outside the 
city in the hands of Ching. On raising the cloak that covered his body a 
stab was seen in his stomach and nine in his back. Sad as was the fate in 
store for the other Wangs, one can but think it was a just retribution for 
this cowardly assassination of one who had gained the respect and admira- 
tion of his enemies. This was from one of Major Gordon's officers. With 
respect to the supposed ignorance and brutality of the rebels the same 
officer said, * We visited several other places, Everything seemed undis- 
turbed ; houses and narrow streets looking dull from the former being 
closed; the palaces all looking bright from fresh decorations, some not 
finished.” ‘The same officer described how ‘“* Ching’s brave celestials ran 
to do their cowardly work of slaughtering unarmed men. Those who came 
down the street to leave the city were stopped by the guards and looted. 
If resistance was offered there was work for the knife and sword. May the 
Futai have a miserable end for being the author of that cowardly act!" 
Several fires were then raging. ‘That was on the Sth of December. Thero 
was the account of another visitor to Soochow on the 26th of December, 
21 days laicr :—* We mounted the great,tower, one of the finest in China, 
and we saw in many places the flames and smoke ascending from nume- 
rous burning houses.” So that, in fact, the burnings had gone on from 
the Sth to the 26th. 

Another account, dated Shanghai, January 2, said, ‘ The country is 
generally untenauted, but the crops raised by the Taipings were in a flouri 
ing cotidition, and, of course, very acceptable to the Imperialist.” This 
officer bad an interview with the secretary of Tchoong-wong. He found the 
house had not only been looted, but the valuable furniture it contained had. 
been literally smashed to atoms by the Imperialist soldiery. On the wallshe 
founda series of pictures representing the sad journey of Jesus from the house 
of Pilate to Sis place of execution. On the 20th of December he went to 
the Padicho gate, where he sawthe heavy artillery outside. «* We looked,” 
he said, “with regret upon those splendid ‘peacemakers,’ that they 
should have been loaned to the butcher of Soochow, being the property of 
the British Government.” He had given an account of the treachery and 
butchery practised by the Chinese authorities, which had excited the in- 
dignation of the representatives of foreign nations. He had also shown how 
those horrors had been brought about by the violation of his instructions by 
General Brown, who by garrisoning two other places enabled Gordon to 
attack Soochow, and ‘the Futai would not have had opportunity of per- 
petrating his butchery. One account stated that up to the 22nd of January 
no less than 30.000 men, women, and children had been slaughtered in 
consequence of the treachery at Soochow. The House might perhaps 
think that this was only an accidental occurrence, but he assured them that 
it was not so, but that such proceedings had ever characterised the Tartar 
rule in China, The Jesuit Martigny, who was in China at the time of the 
Tartar conquest, stated that after the capture of Canton 100,00 persons 
were put to death. When we more recently took Canton we found in the 
execution ground a cross, to which criminals were fastened and then 
hacked into pieces. That cross was of course removed, and while we 
remained in possession of the city executions were conducted in 
a less horrible manner. When, however, we ceased to exerci 
control in Canton the cross was restored, and all the former atrocities 
were renewed. The House had no doubt a painful recollection of 
the treachery which led to the murder of Brabazon, Bowlby, and 
their companions on their way to Peking. Neither would they forget the 
seven prisoners who were fastened to stakes, left exposed all day to the 
sun, and in the evening hacked to pieces within a short distance of the 
British camp. 

A gentleman of credit, recently arrived from Amoy, mentioned the 
case of an old man and his wife who were accused of robbing a man 
to whom they had given a lodging. In spite of their denials they 
were condemned and executed, the old man being nailed to a cross and 
left to die, the narrator adding that he saw the poor creature alive on the 
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fourth day. ‘The woman was put to death under circumstances too 
horrible to be detailed. The editor of the North China Mail described his 
visit to a prison in Shanghai, where he found in the yard the body of a man 
fastened to a stake, where he had been left to die. All these examples 

wed that the treachery at Soochow was not an accidental occurrence, 
ba of a piece with the ordinary habits of the Tartar Government; and 
yet that was the Government which this country had been supportin; 
with her blood and treasure, and on bebalf of which ‘we badimperill 
our national honour. What must be the effect of such proceedings upon 
‘our unfortunate countrymen who were serving such a Government? In 
the five regiments under Major Gordon there were perhaps 180 Euro. 
peans. The effect of witnessing such horrors committed by the Govern- 
ment they were serving must necessarily be to brutalise them and to des- 
troy all humane and Christian feeling among them. In conclusion, he 
would ask the noble lord at the head of the Government whether, with 
this wed instance of perfidy in Imperial officials, it was intended by 
Her Majesty's Government to pass unnoticed further violations of the in- 
structions of the Foreign-office to British authorities in China to be strictly 
neutral in the civil war which has so tong raged in China ? 

Lord Patmgssron: Upon the ge question 1 cannot entirel; 
concur with my hon. and Gallant friend, because my opinion is that it is 
for our interest that the rebellion should cease, and that the authority of 
the Imperial Government should be maintained and re-establi: in 
China. It cannot be for the seantags of those who trade with China that 
the country should be in a state of war, If there were any possibility 
that the rebels would succeed in overthrowing the nperial avthority and 
in establishing some other Government in lieu thereof, then there might 
be a choice between the two Governments, and persons, according to the 
views they took, might think it desirable or not that the present dynasty 
should be maintained or the rebel authority established in its place. But 
there is no chance of that. The rebellion has not within itself any ele- 
ments of success or organisation, and therefore 1 think it is very impor- 
tant for the commercial interests of this country connected with China 
that order and peace should be re-established there, that commerce may 
revive and be carried on without impediment. 1t was with that object 

that permission was given to Captain Osborn and Mr. Lay to organise a 
paval force for the” pu of co-operating with the Imperial troops. 
‘With that view, an Order in Council was passed permitting British 
subjects generally to enter into the service of the Emperor of China. Unfor- 
tunately, neither of those arrangements have answered its purpose. The ex- 
pedition under Captain Osborn is returning to this country ; that gallant 
officer, having bad a difference with the Imperial Government, bad felt it to 
behisduty to retire from the service of that Government. One Orderin Coun- 
cil was passed to authorize that expedition ; the other Order in Council, au- 
thorizing generally British subjects to enter the service of the Chinese Go- 
vernment, has been taken advantage of only by Major Gordon and one of two 
other persons. aie erpediies under Captain Osbom having entirely failed, 
that Brder in Council was revoked, and as the conduct of the Chinese 
officials has been so disgraceful, as stated by my hon. and gallant friend, 
the other Order in Council bas also been revoked, leaving it, ofcourse, to 
the discretion of the Crown, according to its standing prerogative, to grant, 
if it should think fit, permission to ind jiduals to enter into the service of 
the Emperor of Chine, upon application duly made in each case by the 
individual. Nothing can be more deserving of condemnation than the 
conduct of the Futai at Soochow. Iam afraid we must admit that all 
nations bave their faults, and there are two faults which must be matter of 
reproach to the Chinese—one is cruelty and the other is perfidy. They 
certainly have shown on this occasion mort lamentable instances of both. 
‘We do not know what was done in consequence of that barbarous act of 
Colonel Gordon, according to our accounts, was only waiting 
to know what course the Imperial Government would take. He fad made 
a tation to Sir Frederick Bruce, who, no doubt, would truly repre- 
sent to Prince Kung the abominable conduct of the Futai. result of 
this representation is still unknown, but we hope, for the honour of 
humanity, that adequate punishment will be inflicted upon the Futai for 
his barbarity upon that occasion—an act which we are entitled to resent, 
because Colonel Gordon was made the unwilling instrument to lure these 
people into the power of the Futai, and was, of coune, so far, an instru- 
ment in their barbarous execution. Not oaly shall we endeavour to 
‘vent any further acts of the sort, but we shall make strong representations 
with regard to that particular act of treachery. At the same time I can 
only repeat that Her Majesty's Government deeply lament and indignantly 
condemn the conduct of the Futai, but that we do not know as yo whet 
the Chinese Gorernment have done. There are some papers relating to 
‘the subject which will be ready, I believe, in the course of a few days, and 
‘At is far better, as the Government are in pometnn, of information, 
‘that that informajion should be laid before the House. (Hear, hear.) 
Mr. Warts said thet the announcement just made was very satisfactory 
as far as it went. He presumed that if permission were given in future 
to British subjects to enter the Chinese service it would be only for the 
of training Chinamen to knowledge of military tactics, and 
not of taking speonally any part in the war.

When they sent to tell us that they meant 
on a certain day to take Shanghai, asking the British authorities there 
to adopt the necessary measures for the safety of Europeans, no fight- 
ing would have taken place but for our troops, for the Imperialists would 
have withdrawn and the British forces would’ bare protected the British 
satlament. The rebels, howorer, wero driven back by our trope; ye, 
to show their friendly feeling towards us, no violence wes to the
